State College graduate students 
will have the opportunity to study 
in Sweden during 1963/64 under a 
new program announced today by 


“It must be born in mind,” he Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke. 


Students who achieve graduate 
standing by September of this 
year and whose fields of study are 
the social sciences and related 


disciplines will be eligible to par- 


ficipate in the program which 
will be conducted at the Inter- 
national Graduate School of the 
University of Stockholm. 

Dumke said the Swedish pro- 
gram includes seminars in inter- 
national relations, political sci- 
ence, economics, public admini- 
stration, sociology and social wel- 
fare. The official language of in- 
sruction at the International Grad- 
duate School is English, 

Cost of the program to students 
is $1,020 plus travel and inciden- 
tals. Application forms and furth- 
er information may be obtained at 
the Office of the Dean of Students 
on all State College campuses,
